Brooklyn Policeman's Wife Testifies 
in Molineux Trial That She Steed | 


Behind Former Post- 
mee on 
and Read Inscription on — 
That Caused Mrs Adams’ Death— 
Prosecution Attacks Her Sanity. 

New York, Nov. Han- 
hah C. Stephenson, wife of a Brooklyn police- 
man, testifying today in the second trial of 
Roland B. Molineux, pointed out Harry 
Cornish, athletic director of the Knicker- 
bocker Athletic club, formerly of the Chicago 
Athletic club, as the man she saw mail a 
package contafning the ieee hat killed. 
Mrs. Kate Adams. 

The woman, while declining be posi- 
tively that Cornish was the man. declared he 
much resembled the person who dropped the 
package into the general postoffice on the 
evening of Dec. 23, 1898, and she swore that 


She positively swore that Nan was not 
the person she saw. 

Cornish was asked to stand up. Mrs. 
Stephenson locked at him closely and told 
the court she recognized in him the man who 
stood before her in line in the postoffice, and 
in whose hand she saw a package on which 
was written, Mr. Harry —— | Knicker- 
bocker 


Try to Show Woman ne 

Cross examination brought out the fact 
that Mrs. Stephenson had suffered from at- 
tacks of nervous prostration within the last 
two years and had carefully read the details 
of the former trial. The questions of the 
assistant attorney tended to show that an 
effort would be made to prove insanity or 
delusion under hysteria. It is also probable 
that an effort will be made to ayes an alibi 
for Cornish. 

The witness said there wire bites stamps 
on the package, and when shown the wrap- 
per with five stamps on it in two rows said 
she might have overlooked the lower row. 


Experts Testify for Molineux. 

Other witnerses were handwriting experts 
who all testified that Molineux did not write 
the address on the poison package. A clerk 
in a drug store testified he sold bromo seltzer 
to Cornish; also to Mrs. Rogers, Miss Miller, 
the clerk in the store where the bottle holder 
was purchased, testified that she sold the 
holder late in the evening. Her evidence 
was corroborated by a man who was in the 
store. The prosecution 1 ‘6 held that the 
holder was purchased early in the afternoon. 
Miss Miller positively swore the man who 
bought the holder was not Molineux. 


Mrs. Stephenson Tells Story. 
Mrs. Stephenson was called late in the at- 
ternoon. Men and women stood on their 
seats to see her, but order was quickly re- 
stored. Mrs. Stephenson said that_on Fri- 
day, Dec. 23, 1808, she went to the main post- 
office in New York to mail a pack and got 
inline. A man in front of her with a package 
aroused her curiosity because he seemed 
nervous, and she saw the name Cornish ” 
and the word “ Knickerbocker 25 on the pack -

JOHN JACOB ASTOR GIVES 
HIS PATENTS TO THE WORLD. 
ne New Yorker Dedicates His 


Marine Turbine to Public, Hoping 
Perfection Will: Be 


New York, Nov. John 
Jacob Astor has given to the world his pat- 
ents om marine turbines. Although he might 
have enjoyed a monopoly of them for seven- 
teen years, he has formally turned over his 
inventions for public use. 

Col. Astor makes his aancunceisent in the 
current issue of the Scientific American in 
the form of a letter to the editor of that pub- 
lication, in which he says: 

„All my patents on marine turbines hav- 
ing beem granted, I hereby dedicate them to 
the public in the hope that the development 
of the ideal turbine may be hastened there- 

As yet no engine has been built to utilize 
Col. Astor’s patents, but engineers and crit- 
ics express themselves as sharing the belief 
that his theories will work out practicably. 

Col. Astor’s invention contemplates twin 
screws, set tandem instead of side by side, 
and revolving in opposite directions. In his 
letter he gives this description of his turbine: 

“The turbine is shaped like a funnel and 

comprises an outer shell or drum and an 
inner shaft running axially through ft, these 
parts being relatively rotable and each hay- 
ing oppositely set spiral blades. The steam 
is admitted into the outer shell at the small 
end and passes through the turbine, expand- 
ing into the large endjof thessholl and acting 
on the spiral blades to. rotate the shell and 
shaft simultaneously and in opposite direc- 


ons. 

By allowing both inner turbine and the 
outer case to revolve the speed necessary 
to insure efficiency, which in ordinary tur- 
bines is often inconveniently high, is cut in 
half. As a result of this construction the 
weight is reduced practically."

Syndicate Supplies the Funds. 

It was claimed that a trio made up of Her- 
mann Pineus, Moritz Mendelssohn, and Adolf 
Mendelssohn furnished the baron with Money 
to go to the United States and to make a sult- 
able showing in American society, 
The testimony showed that an ex-conyict 
named Eissler, living in Stuttgart, tele- 
graphed to Frat von Quitzow, a noblewoman 
residing in Berlin, who undertakes to obtain 
wealthy wives for army officers, saying that 
if she had a titled officer on active service 
for an American fortune of $7,500,000 W 
him know. | 


Brokers Get Five Per Cent. 

Frau von Quitzow put Eisster in communi- 
cation with Baron von Muenchhausen, whois 
a lieutenant in the Prusian artillery. The 
baron, according to statements made in 
| court, agreed to give Eissler 5 pencent of the 
money of the heiress he was to wed, in the 
event of the marriage taking place, and he 
signed conditional bills for $875,000. 
On. these bills Fissler raised money in Ber- 
un from a numerous group of persons, which 
included Pincus and the two Mendelssohns.

Marries an American Widow. 
Baron von Muenchhausen did make the ae , 
quaintance while in the United States of 
Martha Washington Beckel, a widow of mod- 
erate wealth, whom, according to the Ger- 
man peerage, he married in 1808 Since 
his marriage the baron has been living with 
his wife on his estate near Schwobler, Han- 
over. 
On his return to Germany Baron von 
Muenchhausen had to reckon with the hold- 
ers of his bills: A compromise was negoti- 
ated with Pincus and the Mendelssohns, who 
surrendered his paper on the payment of 
comparatively small sums. Baron von 
Muenchhausen, afterwards accused these 
men of blackmail and the matter was thus 
brought into court. Pincus and the Mendels- 
sohns were acquitted of the charge, 


Baroness Indignantly Denies It. 

New York, Nov. 6.~—[Special, Baroness 
von Muenchhausen, in her father's home, 
59 West Sixty-ninth street, tonight, after 
reading the cable message from Berlin, gave 
some light on the case that has been agitat- 
ing the exclusive circles of that city. The 
baroness is a handsome woman, dignified, 
and. with a profusion of hair, verging on 
warm red. The baroness was animated and 
angry when she read the cable message. She 
said:

Central—J. F. Morgan Said to Have. 
‘Through Negotiations. 


Pa., Nov. 6.—[{Special.]—It is 
stated heré tonight that mines and rail- 
road of the Delaware and Hudson company 
have been sold to the Pennsylvania rall- 
road and the New York Central. The Penn- 
sylvania takes the lower part of the railroad | 
and the mines all the way from Carbondale, 
Lackawanna county, to Plymouth, in Lu- 
2 1 county. The upper part of the rail- 
d goes to the New York Central. N 
rohe story has been vouched for as true 
by one ot the stockholders of the Delaware 
and Hudson living in this city. 

It is announced that the negotiations for 

the sate were conducted by J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan. 
While 1 is known officially, it is un- 
derstood that all the coal properties will be 
included’ in the portion purchased by the 
Pennsylvania railroad, and that the existing 
Pennsylvania division of the Delaware and 
Hudson railroad will become a portion of the 
Wilkesbarre and Sunbury division of the 
Pennsylvania railroad. Should this pre- 
sumption be correct, it will mean a thorough | 
change among the present officials of the 
Delaware and Hudson railroad in this terri- 
tory. 

For many, years it is known that the Penn- 
sylvania railroad bas been anxious to extend 
its system from Wilkesbarre up the Lacka- 
wanna valley. Through trains of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad’ will then be run through 
this city to the new terminal. 

The portion acquired by the New. York 
Central railroad will include the Saratoga 
division, which the New York Central has 
been desirous of operating for many years, 

The Delaware and Hudson company has 
thirty collieries in Lackawanna and Luzerne 
counties, with a daily output of perhaps 
35,000 tons. They are about equally divided 
between the two counties. Fourteen are in 
the first anthracite district, three in the 
second, one in the third, and twelve in the 
fourth. One of the above in the city of 
Scranton, the Manville, is operated jointly 
with the Lackawanna company.

Assistance was at once sum- 
moned and the injured man was taken to the 
Country club, where the ambulance from 
the Emergency hospital was summoned, and 
Mrs. Townsend notified of the accident.

At the time of the accident the company 
Was to an alarm of fire.

There was no chance to stop the 
truck and there was not enough time to 
drive by. It appeared to the firemen that a 
train was being backed toward them, and 
they shouted, believing that the engineer 
would hear and stop. 
When a collision seemed inevitable the 
firemen attempted to jump. Rooney and 
Capt. Schrader were able to do so, but were 
thrown from their feet the next moment. 
The other men standing on the running 
board of the apparatus were also able to 
make some effort to escape. 


Buried Under Wreckage. 

Filek was in charge of the steering ap- 
paratus and remained at his post. When 
the cars struck the truck he was buried 
under a pile of broken ladders and twisted 
iron rods. The truck was pushed along the 
track for several feet, and finally, break- 
ing and crushing, the car run on top ‘of it. 

It was almost fifteen minutes before Filek 
could be taken from the, wreck. He was un- 
conscious and suffering from wounds on the 
head and body. The work of reviving the 
other men was then begun, and in a short 
time the firemen were placed in ambulances 
and removed. Filek was later taken to the 
County hospital. 

The fire to which the truck was responding 
was in a small lamphouse on the railroad 
tracks near Fourteenth street. It was ex- 
tingutshed by the chemical company.

FEVER uP TO 
108 2-5 DEGREES. 

Has Vomiting Spell Toward Night, 

Which Is Considered an Unfavora- 

ble Symptom—News of Death of Mrs. 

Yates’ Cousin Is Kept from Him— 

Change of Diet to Be Tried in Hope 

| of Lessening Irritation of Stomach 
—Has Periods of Deliriam. 


Springfiel@, III., Nov. 6.—[Special.]—Gov. 
Yates’ fever took an upward shoot at 7 
o'clock tonight and went to 108% after re- 
maining all day around 101%. In addition the 
patient had a vomiting spell an hour before, 
which is not a favorable symptom. 

During a greater part of the forenoon the 
patient was rational, but during the after- 
noon became delirious again. The delirium 
left him with the rise in temperature, and it 
is reported tonight that he is rational. 

Mrs. Yates was called from the bedside of 
her husband this evening by the death of her 
cousin, Mrs. Ferdinand Kuechler of this 
city. Mrs. Kuechler became ill two months 
ago. and was removed to a sanitarium at 
Milwaukee. Her remains will be brought 
home at once. Dr. William Jayne insisted 
that the news of the death be not conveyed 
to Gov. Yates. 

The vomiting likely will result in a change 
of the prepared food diet upon which the 
patient has been kept for the last few days. 
In the opinion of theattending physician the 
patient’s stomach was much more irritable 
this afternoon and evening than it has been 
for two or three days. 

Gov. Yates while rational this morning 
asked about the election, and Mrs. Yates 
read to him a long telegram from F. H. 
Rowe. Gov. Yates seemed to enjoy the news 
conveyed the telegram and soon after 
fell asleep. 

Last night the patient slept eight hours. 
gt hours of the sleep was continuous, and

President Palma in His Preamble Says 
Imports Decreased $1,700,000 and 
Exports $12,200,000 in 1902.

HAVANA, Nov. 6.—The preamble to the 
budget as sent to the senate is now pub- 
lished. In it President Palma says that 
during the first half of 1902 the Cuban im- 
ports decreased $1,700,000, compared with 
the same period in 1901. This was a decrease 
of 5 per cent. The exports decreased $12,- 

200,000, or 28-per cent. This decrease was 
due to the lower price of sugar and the 
smaller amount exported. 

The president estimates the value of the 
crop of 1902 at $2,000,000 lese than that of 
1901. He says that the surplus as shown in 
the budget will be needed to pay the cost cf 
“an increase in the artillery, the cost of the 
municipal courts, and interest and sinking 
fund on the loan that is awaiting the ap- 
proval of congress.

' The dissenters accepted his advice and sur- 
rendered possession of the church. During 
the quarrels crowds of natives surrounded 
the edifice and a strong detachment of police 
alone prevented a serious outbreak. 
General Religious Unrest. 

It is claimed that the bishop could settle 
the threatened schism by substituting a na- 
tive priest. A strange feature of the case 
is that women are the aggressors, they being 

‘almost universally the main support of the 
church.

Although they anticipate defeat in 
the legislature, they desire to go on record 
and to submit this record later to the senate 
in case Smoot succeeds. 

On the face of the present returns it Is ex- 
pected that about fifteen and possibly more 
republican members are strongly opposed to 
electfhg any Mormon apostle to the United 
States senate, They may force the election 
of a compromise candidate like Gov.

M. Wells. Wells is a Mormon, but he is ac-

alties. He married a non-Mormon wife and 
is regarded as the leader of the younger pro- 
gressive Mormons. 


May Revive Anti-Mormon Party. 

There is a movement under discussion, 
headed by prominent republicans, to revive 
the old liberal or anti-Mormon party, 
which disbanfed when Utah was admitted 
to the unlon. The non-Mormons are in a 
majority in Salt Lake and other counties, 
but their action has not been concerted, 
while the Mormon church can swing its

Confirmed by Superintendent. 

The conductor's statements were borne out 
by the superintendent, of the limits barns. .

MEN WITH A ROPE RESCUE 
EIGHT GIRLS FROM FLAMES. 


Fire in South Side Factory Cuts Off Es- 
cape of Young Women, When Other 
Employes Take Prompt Action. 


— — 


The rescue of eight girls was a feature of a 
fire in the upholstering department of the 
factory of S. Karpen & Bros., Twenty-sec- 
ond and Union streets, yesterday morning. 

One hundred and fifty persons were work- 
ing in the upholstering department when the 
fire was discovered, but all but the eight 
girls and half a dozen men escaped without 
trouble. 

Finding escape cut off by the smoke, the 
men, who were working in the third story, 
secured a rope and lowered the giris to the 
ground, one by one, until all were in safety. 
Then they tied one end of the rope to a piece 
of machinery and slid to the ground them- 
selves. The girls rescued were Ida Kestel, 
Annie De Lesky, Alice Lusk, Elizabeth 
O'Malley.

CORPORATION COUNSEL RIVES AP- 
POINTED ARBITRATOR. 


Rumor Current That Mayor Low Will 
Ask Columbia University to Estab- 
Hanh Degree of A. F. E. for His 
Benefit—All Departments of New 
York City Advised as to the Proper 
Use of Words in Public Docu- | 
ments, 


New York, Nov. 6.—[Special:]—George L. 
Rives is well known as a yachtsman, fairly. 
well known as a lawyer, and somewhat well 
known as a corporation counsel of the city 
of New Fork. Mr. Rives gets ‘paid only for 
discharging the duties of his office, but, to 
supply a long felt want in Mayor Low's ad- 
ministration, Mr. Rives has consented. to 
act, without pay, as an arbiter of pure Eng- 
Hsh for the city government. aoe. 
It was reported around the city hall today. 
that Mayor Low, who is said to have some 
influence still with the trustees of Columbia 
university, will recommend to that body at 
{ts next annual meeting that it add to the 
st of university degrees that of A. P. E. 
(arbiter, of pure English), and further, in 
order that the university may show its ap- 
preciation of the great educational work 
performed by Mr. Rives, that he be the first 
recipient of the degree. 

It was not known until today that Mayor 
Low had added an arbiter of pure English 
to the other specialists in municipal govern- 
ment with which he has surrounded himself. 
It all came out through a circular letter 
acdressed by Mr. Rives, as corporation coun- 
sel, to all the heads of city departments. 
This letter contained the arbiter’s first sug- 
gestion as to the kind of English which Will 


be approved hereafter by the municipal gov- 
ernment. 2 


: Suppose Mayor Has Copy. 

It could not be learned definitely today 
whether the mayor himself received a copy 
of Mr. Rives’ suggestion or not. It is taken 
for granted, however, that. since it reached 

all the other heads of departments, the arbi- 
ter would not feel at liberty. to leave out the 
mayor. 

A great many of the heads of departments, 
as well as others, took occasion to drop into 

the city hall and congratulate the mayor on 


Some of the bearers of these messages, in 
order to assure the mayor that they regard 
Mr. Rives’ work as of the highest importance, 
aseured his honor that this departure was 
the first bit of genuine reform that had been 
put in force since Mr. Low became mayor. 
They even went so far as to assure the mayor 
that they hoped he would take occasion to 
devote one of his talks to municipal English, 
and that, before the end of his administration 
it weuld be poesible to have an A. P. E. in 
every city department. 


Suggestions to Aid Work. 


The letter referred to begins with the fol- 
lowing statement: The following sugges- 
tions are offered to facilitate the preparh- 
tions, revision, correction, and final ap- 
proval of contracts, specifications, bids, 
bonds, and advertisements.“ As soon as 
it becomes generally known that the munici- 
pal A. P. E. insists upon the capitalization 
of common nouns, and the insertion of a 
comma after the next to the last noun of 
a series and before the conjunction connect- 
ing it with the last of the series the fashion 
will be, no doubt, generally adopted. Jude- 
ing from the letter, the official A. P. B. 
regards the capitalization of common nouns, 
even when they are used in the middle of 
a sentence, as one of the essentials of pure 
English. 


Some Pure English Suggestions. 
Borough President Swanstrom of Brook- 
lyn was the first to make publſe the pure 
English instructions.“ Among the lst ok 
instructions sent to Mr. Swanstrom are the 
“ Avoid the use of a verb without a sub- 
ject to introduce sentences and paragraphs, 
unless the subject to which it belongs is ap- 
parent. 
Avold the use of the word that as an 
introduction to clauses and paragraphs. 
Avoid the use of the word ‘ said” before 
the words ‘president,’ ‘commissioner,’ 
‘board,’ engineer,.“ architect,“ inspector,’ 
or party of the first part.’ > 
“Use the words ‘the city’ or ‘ party’ 
(not parties) of the first part in referring to 
the city of New York. The composite name 
‘of the city is ‘the City of New York,’ by 
which it should be designated, not by the 
word corporation.“ 
The length of paragraph should be de- 
termined by the subjects treated and the 
numbers should be as few as is consistent 
with clearness.’

A 
percentage of 100 in the examination would 
have qualified the cook for a placein a lake 
front hotel. 

President Ela gasped as he looked the list 
over and then summoned the originators of 
the questions before him. 

Do you know that you are likely to give 
all of these boys the gout?’’ he inquired of 
them. The Parental school is no summer 
resort hotel. It seems to me that the cooks 
should be tested on the constituent elements 
of ‘duffers.’ By the way, what isa 
duffer ?“ 

The girls were sllent until one suggested 
it was a colloquial term for a worthless fel- 
low. Then another saved the day by re- 
mémbering that a duffer is a loaf fur- 
nished to the boys of the John Worthy 
school. 

Here is consommé brunoise,” Mr. Ela 
went on, and squab en casserole. Cutlet 
of red snapper sauté is beyond the range of 
an ordinary school cook. Omelette and 
shrimps à la Montglas are a little too rich 
Also.“ 

Supt. MacQueary was called on for infor- 
mation as to the kind of food served at the 
school. He said that plain, healthful dishes 
form the bill of fare. 

„Well, let us strike out Wiener weisbroten 
en casserole, little pigs’ feet in blankets, veal 
cutlet aux fine herbs, and so on, and put inja 
few plain dishes such as Mr. MacQueary 
suggests. said Mr. Ela.

PRESIDENT JOHNSON AT HOME, 


American Official Discusses the Pitts- 
burg Case—Loftus Signs a 
. Phenomenon. 


President Ban Johnson of the American 
league returned to the city from Cincinnati 
yesterday morning to find that Tom Loftus 
had come from Dubuque to spend several 
days here and get in thorough touch with 
the situation. | 

The pair,jwith Comiskey, held a secret ” 
session at Kinsley’s during the afternoon— 
secret as to the scores made in bowling, 
which occupied their attention the greater 
part of the afternoon.

«| Gase Opened in 1890. 

In 1899 Morganthaler and his brother, who 
is now dead, reported to the auditor that 
Tom L. Johnson, who was then living in 
Brooklyn, N. Y., but who retained a voting 
residence in Cleveland, had evaded the pay- 
ment of taxes on several millions of dollars’ 
worth of property, mainly stock in the cor- 
porations of other states, which was taxable 
under the laws of Ohio. 

The taxes on this property, together with 
the penalties, amounted to something like 
$450,000. The auditor certified the property 
to the county treasurer for collection after 
he had tried in vain to induce Mr. Johnson 
to appear and show cause why it should 
not be put upon the duplicate. Then Mr. 
Johnson went into the United States Circuit 
} court and obtained a temporary restraining 
order to prevent the collection of the taxes 
by the treasurer. In the meantime the pen- 
altied have been accumulating until Mr. 
Johnson is now charged with $500,000 on the 
books of the treasurer, and the injunction 
till stands. 


Charges Used in Campaign. 

When Mr. Johnson was a candidate for 
mayor he was accused of being a tax dodger, 
and in the campaign that has just ended the 
charge was repeated. In answer Mr. John- 
son said he did not owe the taxes, which, he 
declared, had been assessed for political 
purposes, though Morganthaler made the 
return to the county auditor at least two 
years before Mr. Johnson.came back to 
Cleveland to run for mayor. The repub- 
licans said that if Mr. Johnson did not owe 
the taxes he could easily demonstrate that 
by going into court and furnishing proof that 
he was entitled to the injunction that hed 
been granted. j 

A year ago Mr. Johnson made a special 
fight for the election of Robert W. Wright 
to the office of county auditor and of John 
I. Nunn to the office of treasurer. Both these 
men were elected. They, together with the 
eounty commissioners, two of whom are dem- 
ocrats, are the tax officials.

ORIENTAL SELF-GOVERNMENT. 
_ In the eurrent number of the Review of 
Reviews Prof. Jenks of Cornell presents 


what is presumably a synopsis of his report 
to the war department on the government 


ot oriental dependencies. Prof. Jenks was 


sent by the secretary of war on a tour of in- 
vestigation which took him through; India, 
the Malay states, Tonkin, Java, and the 
Philippines. For some reason he omitted 
- to include Japan, which, although it is not 
a dependency, affords the only example of 
self-government im the orient. It is note- 
worthy that the only powers whose admin- 
istration Prof. Jenks found successful were 
England and Holland, both Teutonic na- 


‘tions. France has colonies, but no colon- 
iets,“ and is compelled to make an annual: 


appropriation for ¢olonial. administration. 

Portugal has long been shorn of almost all 

her dependencies. German administration 

in Africa does not invite approval or imita- 

In India substantially the only self-gov- 
ernment is that of the villages and cities. 
In 1884, under Lord Ripon, district assem- 
blies were organized, but the people ap- 
parently look upon them as an annoyance, 
and little or nothing is done at their meet- 
ings which is not initiated by the English 
district commissioner, The native Indian 
people have absolutely no voice in the cen- 
tral government, which is vested in the vice- 
roy and council. Local customs are ob- 
served, and in some instances, as in Burma, 
the headmen are left to apportion among 
the people the tax which is imposed on the 
village. 

In Singapore and the Malay states, which 
give every evidence of being well and fairly 
administered, there is not a vestige of self- 
government. In the five Malay states the 
sultan nominally reigns, but the real power 
is the English resident, who sits in his coun- 
eil and controls all legislation which does not 
concern religion. The same state of af- 
fairs exists in Java. The Dutch governor is 
pupreme, but in many of the larger districts 
the descendants of their former rulers still 
exercise power over the people, but under 
the direction of a Dutch official. In some 
villages the headman is elective, subject to 
the approval of the government. 

The Malay states are often pointed out as 
examples of what the Philippines might be. 
Prof. Jenks apparently thinks equally well 
o£ the Javanese government. But there is 
one fundamental difference betwen Java 
And the Malay states and the Philippines. 

In Java and in the Malay sultanates the 
Datch and English have been able to make 
, use of the hereditary Mohammedan rulers. 
The resident speaks through the sultan to 


People who have been accustomed to obey 


his predecessors for generations. 

Prof. Jenks advocates the admission of 
Chinese to the Philippines under restric- 
tions. He believes that the Filipino is in- 
capable of doing the hard work which must 
be done on roads and other public works. 
He knows one Dutch plaater who came as 
far as Hongkong on his way to establish a 
plantation in the Philippines. When he 
heard that Chinese had been barred from 
the archipelago he turned back without ever 


going to Manila. 


The Filipino may learn to work as he may 
learn to govern himself. He is offered ex- 


ceptional opportunities. There is a larger 


measure of popular self-government in the 
Philippines than in any other oriental colony, 
and there are a thousand American school 
teachers on the archipelago, as comparéd 
with fifteen hundred Englishmen on the en- 


tire British India civil list. The public 


will look forward to Prof. Jenks’ full report 
with interest. In common with other men 
of more than ordinary ability who have as- 
sisted the war department in the solution of 
the insular problems he has done his work 
well.

In 1870 the subject of proportional or 
minority representation was attracting at- 
tention among public men in the United 
States and England. John Stuart Mill had 
written eloquently on the right of minori- 
ties to send their spokesmen to legislative 
bodies. His arguments had special weight 


| with Ilinoisans. Since 1864 one of the 


political parties had secured, with few ex- 


: ceptions, all the senators and representa- 


tives in the northern half of the state and 
the other all from the southern half. The 
great republican minority in Egypt was un- 
represented. So was the great democratic 
minority at this end of the state. Thus in 
the legislature one-half the state was ar- 
rayed against the other half. ,The mem- 
bers of the constitutional convention be- 
lieved minority representation would work 
to remedy this state of things. 

In this they were not mistakpn, The sec- 
tional character of parties in the legisla- 
ture has been done away with. But the 
same result would have been reached, 
though not so soon, under the old system of 
election. The pefcentage of democrats in 
the northern part of the state has increased. 
So has the percentage of republicans in 
Egypt. If minority representation were 
dropped the conditions of 1868 and 1870, 
when Cook sent none but republicans to 
the general assembly, would not return. 

More than half of the popular’ majority, 
for minority representation was secured id 
‘Cook county. It cast only a tenth of its 
vote in the negative. But in this county 
minority representation has conspicuously 
failed to keep bad men out of the legislature 
and enable honest and intelligent minorities 
to send good men there. Where a man 
is the sole candidate of his party for the 
lower house it is impossible to defeat him, 
no matter how bad his record may be. He 
may be corrupt beyond a doubt, but enough 
of the voters of his party will plump for 
him to elect him. No ihde nt can mus- 
ter votes enough to leave the objectionable 
candidate fourth in the race. The man 
whose control of the party machintry is such 
that he can get a nomination as the minority 
‘eandidate fears no competitor and need 
make no canvass. His election is sure. 

In the country minority representation has 
not worked so badly as in the city. r. 
Alschuler was a minority representative. So 


„Other men of ability have gone to Spring- 
field from country districts as minority 
representatives. But taking the state as a 
hole minority representation has not im- 
proved the personnel of the lower branch 
of the legislature. 8 

Another experiment with minority repre- 
sentation made in this county has worked 
badly. Provision is made for the representa- 
tion of the minority party on a board which 
has to deal exclusively with sanitary, and 
engineering questions which cannot be made 
political questions. Thanks to an unwhole- 
some division of responsibility bad men have 
in some instances been enabled to get on the 
board and stay there. , | 
Political thinkérs have reached the con- 
‘Clusion. that “unrepresented minorities ” 
in legislative districts are fully represented 
as to all but purely political questions by 
the men elected by the majority. Non- 
political degislation is ninety-nine-one hun- 
dredths of the work of an Illinois legislator. 
As regards political questions it is admitted 
that the“ unrepresented minorities of one 
party usually are offset by the “ unrepre- 
sented minorities of another party. , 

In practice minority representation has 
proved objectionable. It tempts candidates 
to be false to their associates and their 
party by privately urging friends to plump 
for them. The ambition of candidates to 
stand at the head of the poll or to make their 
own election absolutely sure has often de- 
feated their associates and injured their 
party. Minority representation serves fre- 
quently to deprive majorities of their rights. 
It gives to minorities a power they have no 
right to. 55

MASCAGNI'S FAILURK°

Mascagni’s opera company and his operas 
“Cavalleria Rusticana,” “Zanetto,” Iris,“ 
and “ Ratcliffe” next week, but a dispatch 
received yesterday announces the canceling 
of all dates and the abandonment of the tour. 
The end came at Boston, the home ef the 
muses, immediately after a reception of the 
composer by his countrymen which was 80 
enthusiastic as to elicit from him the re- 
mark: Isn't this what you call a trifle 
strenuous?” 

That Mascagni’s plans, or, more correctly 
speaking, his managers’ plans, have mis- 
carried might have been anticipated 
at the outset, for the scheme was 
never more than a wild, speculation. 
His managers took great risks, and 
these were enhanced by obstacles at the 
outset which ought to have been removed 
before the season began. Sig. Mascagni 
had no sooner landed than he found himself 
“up against the organized labor problem, 
His people, whom he had brought over to 
sing, were classed as contract laborers, but 
as they did not interfere with singers here 
the musical union let them go unmolested. 
The people whom he brought over to play 
were also classed as contract laborers, and 
as they were interfering with the preroga- 
tives of the musical union the union inter- 
fered with them and dragged the composer 
inte the courts.

IR WILLIAM MACGREGOR, the 
baronet, who has just been commit- 
ted to the West Ham workhouse in 
England as a pauper and as 4 va- 
grant, must not be confounded with 
Sir William MacGregor, the distinguished 
colonial governor who, now on the west 
coast of Africa, has been high. commissioner 
of the British empire for the Pacific islands, 
and is one of the most eminent and success- 
ful of the administrators of Great Britain's 
transpontine dependencies. There are at 
least half a dozen MacGregore who Are en- 
titled, either as baronets or as knights, to 
prefix sir to their Christian names, and 
there is also a Sir James McGrigor, for- 
merly of the army, who is married to an 
American girl, a daughter of John Gilbert 
Meiggs of New York. It would be unjust 
that any one of them should be confounded 
with the titled inmete of the West Ham 
workhouse. 

The Sir William MacGregor thus stigma- 
tized as a pauper and as such deprived of 
his franchise and civic rights is the grand- 
son of that Sir Patrick MacGregor who was 
created a baronet for his services as.physi- 
cian to King George IV., and to the latter’s 
brother, the duke of York. Sir Wiliam is 
unmarried, and the heir to his baronetcy is 
his brother, Gen. Charles MacGregor, who 
commands a division of the Indian army and 
has been decorated both with the Distin- 
guished Service order and the Order of the 
Bath. One of Sir William’s sisters is mar- 
ried to the Rev. Edward Nicholson, librarian 

of the Bodleian, which has just celebrated 
its tercentenary. 

The committal of Sir William to the work- 
house is by no means an isolated case as far 
as the order of baronets is concerned. In- 
deed, there are quite a number of them 
whose names I can recall as having been 
dependents on public charity. Thus, for in- 
stance, Sir Frederick Echlin, uncle and pred- 
ecessor of Sir Thomas Echlin, died as a pau- 
per in the workhouse of Edenberry, in Ire- 
land. Sir Thomas himself is serving on the 
Dublin police force in the role of an ordinary

Thomas Moore, the heirs to whose 
baronetcy, one of the most ancient in Ire- 
land, have been born in the United States 
and are citizens of this country, has been a

for the relief of an aged and entirely des- 
titute baronet.” ‘ 

Under the circumstances it would be for- 
tunate if there were in England some pro- 
vision made by the state, ds there is in Ba- 
varia, for children of nobles and government 
officials above a certain rank, unless these 
children themselves hold a government office. 
Attention was called to this law a few years 
ago by young Count Lerchenfeld, son of the 
Bavarian minister plenipotentiary at Ber- 
lin, and first cousin of the American noble- 
man of the same name, who was married in 
St. Patrick's Vathedral, New York, only a 
few months ago to an American girl. The 
young’ Count enteld in question hap- 
péned to quarrel with his father on the sus 
ject of money matters, with the usual result 
that his allowance was stopped. Having 
during the course of his law studies un- 
earthed the ancient Bavarian law to which I 
have referred above, he proceeded to appeal 
to the government, through the courts at 
Munich, for an allowance from the public 
treasury, declaring that he was without re- 
sources; and the courts would have been 
compelled to give judgment in his favor had 
not his father been induced by popular 
clamor, in connection with the discovery of 
the existenee of this statute, to effect a com- 
promise with his son. 

Nothing is more calculated to impair the 
prestige of the nobility in Europe than the 
spectacle presented of men bearing old and 
honored titles being without the means to 
support them with proper dignity, and be- 
ing compelled to depend upon public charity, 
mendicancy, and even theft in order to pre- 
serve themselves from starvation.

ARTHUR J. EDDY SAYS CITY HAS 
DORMANT TASTE. 


His Criticism of Architecture Baked 
on All American Municipalities— 
Action of Citizens Here in Com- 
pelling Removal of Columbus 
Statue from Lake Front Cited as 
Unique — Tumulus Under Logan 
Statue Condemned as a Monstrosity. 


Arthur J. Edidy’s criticism of modernarch- 
itecturein his latest book, Delight: The Soul 
of Art.“ was not inspired by local surround- 
ings. It applied to all American cities rather 
than to Chicago alone, although Mr. Eddy 
said yesterday that abundant grounds for 
criticism existed here. But Chicago, accord- 
ing to Mr. Eddy, is in a hopeful way. He 
sees a dormant artistic spirit which some day 
will make the city renowned for its beautiful 
buildings and other evidences of refinement. 

The most striking proof that the people of 
Chicago have a true sense of the beautiful, 
says Mr. Eddy, was afforded when they arose 
in protest against the Christopher Columbus 
monument which once disfigured the lake 
front and had it tern down. He calle this 
the most remarkable action ever taken by 
the people of any city in this country. 


Objects to Logan Statue Mound. 

Speaking of monuments, Mr. Eddy had 
something to say yesterday about the Logan 
statue on the lake front, or rather about its 
mounting. He called the mound on which 
the pedestal stands a “ monstrous tumulus,”’ 
and pictured the lake front in years to come 
as filled with a row of kopjes, erected at an 
unwarranted waste of precious space in Chi- 
cago’s garden. 

“The people of Chicago pay too little at- 
tention to architecture,” said Mr. Eddy, 
while deploring the lack of the spirit of crit- 
icism. It is a fact that architecture is the 
only one of the fine arts in need of public 
criticism, such as is given to music, painting, 
and sculpture in the newspapers. If a man 
builds a monstrosity, let it be an ce build- 
ing or a residence, there is nothing said 
about it. 

Architecture is so closely allied to utility 
that people are given to overlooking the 
faults of architects. Their sense of sight 
is offended, but they have no recourse. It is 
the only sense, strange to say, that is not 
protected by law. One may gain redress in 
the courts if hurt by another. If noisome 
odors assail a man’s sense of smell he can go 
into the courts and have the nuisance abated, 
the same as he can if a neighbor persists in 
\perating a boiler factory next to his resi- 


dence. 
Looks for a Reform, 

But the time will come, continued Mr. 
Biddy, when the sight will be the most 
carefully guarded of all the senses. Once 
let the public taste be educated aright and 
it will not tolerate the things which daily 
offend the eye in Chicago and other cities. 
Chicago has paid little attention to art, be- 
cause its people are too busy, but the germ of 
criticism is working. I consider the unani- 
mous demand for the removal of the Colum- 
bus statue from the lake front as the most 
remarkable step ever taken by the people of 
a city. 

No other city in this country has done 
the same thing, tomy knowledge. When you 
consider that the monstrosity was given to 
the city at an expense of nearly $50,000, and 
that its removal entailed considerable ex- 
pense, I say it was remarkable that public 
sentiment should have aroused itself so 
strongly as to effect the quick removal of the 
statue. The action may well be considered 
an indication of future development. 

Another offense which has been com- 
mitted on the lake front,“ said Mr. Eddy, 
turning his attention to the Logan monu- 
ment, is the mound on which the bronze 
statue of Logan stands. A more glaring in- 
stance of bad taste has not come under my 
observation than this monstrous tumulus. I 
don’t know who is responsible for the erec- 
tion of that immense mound, but it is an un- 


‘warranted waste of precious ground on the 


lake front. It sets a precedent which may 
some day fill the garden of Chicago with 
huge disfigurements, should we desire to 
erect statues to other prominent men.” 


WELCOME DIPLOMAS FOR MAIDS 


Housewives See in the Proposed Scheme 
a Possible Solution of the Serv- 
ant Girl Problem. 


Housewives look with favor on the p 
sition to supply servants with diplomas. 
They believe that, after a careful training, 
the servant girl is entitled to recognition, 
and that the housewife, in turn, is entitled 
to a knowledge of her accomplishments. In 
the diploma they see the question solved. 
They believe, too, that some of the house- 
wives ought to be given diplomas. 

would be glad enough to give any 
servant of mine a diploma,” said Mrs. D. W. 
Graham, provided she gave me a week's 
notice in which to prepare one. Ifastandard 
for housewives should be established, it 
would be found easier to establish a standard 
for servants. I shall welcome any scheme 
which means better service than we can 
secure at the present time.” 

“The standard of service ought to be 
raised,” said Mrs. Harriett M. Van der 
Vaart. The girls ought to be educated 
to feel that to serve is not a ‘discredit. They 
otght to be made to feel that their service 
is a branch of domestic science, and take 
it up as a study. If the diploma system 
can accomplish this result it should be wel- 
comed.

Trade Gossip on Change. 

The recent high estimate of the German 
wheat crop as 174,000,000 bu, compared with 
88,000,000 bu last year, s high in view 
of the large inportations of foreign wheat by 
Germany so far this season. For the first 
eleven weeks ot the crop year, according to 
figures: given by Broomhall, Germany im- 
ported 11,852,000 bu, only slightly under the 
figures for the corresponding period in 1901, 
which were 11,786,000 bu, and two to four 
times as much as for the same period in 
any of the five preceding years. For all 
continental countries Imports exceed even 
those of last year, 62,608,000 bu, compared 
with 60,808,000 bu. It is difficult to reconcile 
the large German iniports, almost record 

breaking, with a record breaking crop, even 

with the explanation that the wet harvest 
delayed the marketing of the home grown 
wheat. 

Wheat clearances from Galveston for 
September and October, mostly to continental 
ports, were 4,480,680 bu, compared with 
2,822,979 bu for the same months in 1901. 

Northwestern country elevator stocks of 
wheat are reported to have been 8,238,000 
du Nov. 1, compared with 7,711,000 bu Oct. 1, 
‘an increase of 527,000 bu for the month, 
and compared with 9,368,000 bu a year ago. 
Advices from Minneapolis claimed that since 
the first of the month farmers’ deliveries 
have fallen off and country elevator stocks 
decreased at the rate of 2,000,000 bu a month. 

A pessimistic correspondent of Irwin- 
Green, at Washington Court House, O., 
writes: Wheat acreage slightly less than 
last year. The early wheat jointed and full 
of Hessian flies. I am a farmer, and I have 
never seen a two-third yield of wheat from 
ground where the flies were half so bad as at 
present. In walking through the wheat, the 
flies will rise by millions out of the wheat. 
Corn is largely overestimated in quantities 
throughout Ohio. The yield will only be a 
fair average, and only one-half of this will 
be marketable.” 

Flour Sales Lighter. 

According to the Northwestern Miller the 
flour demand is falling off there some, and 
millers are catching up with their orders. It 
says: The mills experienced a compara- 
tively quiet flour market last week. Few, if 
any, mille sold as much flour as they made. 
Less business was done than in the preceding 
week. The domestic trade seemed to hold 
back for lower prices, and the orders placed 
were usually for quick shipment, giving evi- 
dence of small stocks inthe east. Under ex- 
isting conditions, the milis are catching up 
on old orders, of which they now have no 
large accumulation. The output was 5,000 
bris less than in the preceding week, 426,620 
bris against 384,120 im 1901, and 367,485 in 
1900. Thisweek an increase in the production 
is in prospect, and the figures are likely to 
approach 450,000 bris, which would be the 
largest on record.“ 

Estimated receipts for today are: Wheat, 
220 cars; corn, 285 cars; oats, 340 cars; hogs, 
18.000.

JUSTICE HARTMAN PLEADS 
FOR HIMSELF AT TRIAL. 


Tells Judge Horton He Is Not Guilty of 
Malfeasance and Case Is Taken Un- 
der Advisement. 


Justice Isaac Hartman of North Harvey 
appeared asa witness in his own behalf yes- 
terday afternoon before Judge Horton. He 


is charged with conspiracy and malfeasance / Scot 


in office. 

Hartman with others is under indictment 
on charges similar to those on which Justice 
H. M. Scott and Constable John W. Ronksley 
were found guilty last week. Like Justice 
Scott, Hartman is an old resident of the 
county and until he became mixed up in the 
justice court frauds always had borne a good 
reputation. 

The charges are all the result of the work 
carried on by Philip Bulfer, a lawyer at the 
head of the Landlords’ Protective associa- 
tion. Bulfer is serving a term in the peni- 
tentiary, but is in Chic2go as a witness in the 
many indictments issued after his trial upon 
the facts then disclosed. 

Hartman is said to have allowed Bulfer to 
sign affidavits in both criminal and civil 
cases and to use the name of William Lane. 
Bulfer said that he signed the name when he 
wished to make out affidavits and that Hart- 
man knew he was using it. Hartman denied 
the accusations and said that the affidavits 
shown in court had been signed by a manin- 
troduced to him by Bulfer as William Lane. 

Hartman had an office at 122 La Salle 
Street, where Bulfer’s offices were, and where 
Justice Scott had a branch justice shop. 
The charge is made that Hartman also con- 
ducted a branch of his court for the use 
of Bulfer in the extortion schemes, 

The evidence was all introduced yesterday 
in the malfeasance case and Judge Horton 
took his decision under advisement. Next 
week the magistrate will be tried, with 
Ronksley and George W. Trout on a charge 
of conspiracy.

Whitelaw Reid’s Address. 


The address of the afternoon was made by 


Whitelaw Reid, who spoke on the subject, 
Whefein Lies Its Great Strength.” 
Mr. Reid in opening his address said: 

We all believe in our form of govern- 
ment. In fact, we are intolerant believers 
im it. Every child learns to think that it is 
the best in the world not only for us but for 
ail men. Every demagogue learns to bellow 
Meet from the cart tall his unlimited, un- 


Ausstioning certainty of that superiority and 


vresal applicability. 
Government Is Unwieldy. 


am not here to dispute the belief— 
Only to define the facts about it. If out form 
of government is the best, it cannot be so 


because it is the cheapest. On the contrary,’ 


at is one of the most expensive in the world 
with more paid lawmakers than any other, 
higher salaries generally for subordinates, 
though with unworthy ng in some of 
the most important places like the judiciary, 
higher pay on government contracts, more 
lavish appropriations for internal improve- 


ments, and the costliest army in proportion 


to number and work. 

Our torm of government cannot be the 
best because it is the most efficient. On the 
contrary, it is one of the slowest in the world; 
the most complicated, cumbrous, and lim- 
ted. Our foreign representatives have been 
Sgain and again humiliated by appeals fram 
citizens abroad whom we could not or did not 
protect against impressment, with our pas- 
— in their hands, into the military serv- 

of other countries. 

Every few years we are humiliated be- 
fore the world because of flotous outrages 
on Italians or on Chinese, or on other for- 
eigneérs, which some state has not suppressed 
or atoned for, and the nation has no adequate 
gontrol of. This year there could be found 
tor five months no power in the state of 
Pennsytvania or in the United States to stop 
disorder and riot in the coal mines, and finally 
that imperative work had to be- done by 
voluntary effort outeide the constitutional 
processes or authority of the high office that 
puccesefully intervened.” 

Mr. Redd specified instances where the gov- 
ernment had met disaffection and discontent, 
misrule and thievery, and conquered them 
all, and then continued: 

“In spite of these defects and limitations, 
this government of our, after all, accom- 
plished in its short career a respectable work 

the world. The magnitude and myriadé- 
sided development of this work has been 
recited by many an eloquent voice and pen, 
mt home and abroad, though nowhere more 
persuasively and effectively than by an old 
citizen of Pittsburg in a book called Tri- 
umphant Democracy.” That clear eye saw 
and prociaimed the triumph sixteen years 
ago. Within only a year or two the whole 
world has come to recognize the young re- 
public as the Samson among the nations 
which Mr. Carnegie then depicted. 


Strength Is in the People. 


In explaining where the strength of the 
government lay, Mr. Reid said: 

“Its strength lies in the quality of men it 
develops. The real merit is not in the ma- 
chinery but in the skilled intelligence abso- 
jutely required to frame and to work it; in 
the combination of respect for authority on 
the one hand, with training in individual 
initiative on the other, which this work 
brings out, and which the government thus 
far scrupulously and religiously guarded.”’ 

The respect for authority and the love of 

. liberty. were the foundations of American 
government, the speaker said, and continued: 
To harm either is criminal—whether to 
break down respect for authority by unlawful 
combinations, tricky evasions and open de- 
flance of order, or to cramp the widest free- 
dom of the individual in any lawful enter- 
prise or labor anywhere. Whoever or what- 
ever now dares to interfere with the per- 
manent union of these two traits and their 
continued development in the American life 
is an enemy to the republic—whether known

Mascagni’s Tour Canceled. 

Word was received by Manager Adams of 
the Auditorium yesterday that Mascagni and 
his opera company would not keep the en- 

ment made for them here for Thursday, 
Friday, Saturday, and Sunday of next week. 
The news caused no great surprise to those 
persons who had followed the course of the 
Italian composer's tour since his arrival in 
New York Oct. 8. 

Not since the German violinist Burmester 
visited the United States four seasons aso 
has any Buropean celebrity. been so notort- 
ously mismanaged as has Mascagni. From 
the moment the tug containing the party that 
was to welcome him failed to get near the 
steamer on which he sailed into the harbor 
ot New York until the strike of his unpaid 
singers and instrumentalists day before yes- 
terday in Boston, the young composer has 
known only annoyance, hard work, and dis- 
appointment. He arrived expecting to find 
his company thoroughly rehearsed and ready 
to receive the finishing polish at his hands: 
instead he found all in disorder, the scores 
having reached New York only a week before 
he did, and the chorus, principals, and or- 
chestra being either totally ignorant of the 
music they were to perform or comparatively 
unfamiliar with it. | 

Then came the quarrel with the musical 
union as to the admission of his imported 
orchestral players, and only after rehearsa l 
day and night was the performance of ** Cav- 
alleria Rusticana and “ Zanetto” at the 
Metropolitan opera house on Oct. 8 made

Had he come during the Grau season and 
directed a few performances of Cavalleria 
Rusticana a certain amount of sensa- 
tional success might have been aroused for 
“him, but his standing in the music world 
is not sufficiently eminent, his personality is 
not of enough importance, and his works 
are not successful enough to make his visit 
to this country a paying venture. Further- 
more, the day has passed when a second 
rate opera organization can tour the United 
States, charging $3 to $5°for parquet seats, 
and find patronage. We'are not musically 
benighted over here, neither are we gullible 
from a business standpoint, and the sooner 
European musicians come to realize these 
facts the better for them, for their managers. 
and their pocketbooks. has shown 
himseif a man not afraid of hard work, 
courageous amid disheartening conditions, 
and plucky to the last—and this record will 
win him the admiration of every American 
and sympathy in the failure of the undertak- 
ing on which he had built so many hopes: but 
the failure was unavoidable, and so far as 
the well being of musical conditions in this 
country are to be concerned not greatly to be 
regretted.

DR. NEELY FAVORS COTTAGE. 
“PLAN FOR CONSUMPTIVES. 


Dunning Medical Director Believes 
County Authorities Should Provide 

for Curable Patients. Pe 

Dr. John R. Neely, who is in charge of the 
wards for coneumptive patients at Dun- 
ning, favors the cottage plan” for the 
care of those suffering from tuberculosis in 
its first stages. He said last.evening that 
the ‘success that had attended such trials 
‘was so uniform that he believed such a 
project should be undertaken in this county. 
“There has been much discussion on this 
subject since the proposed $500,000 bond 
issue,’ said Dr. Neety, and now that the 
laue is a certainty there will be still more. 
‘The cottage plan,’ as it has been called, 
is the only way that I can see available. 
There are now about 150 cases in the insti- 
tution of marked tuberculosis. About three- 
fourths of these cases are hopeless. Of 
those beyond aid there is nothing to do ex- 
cept to provide a comfortable hospital for 
them where they can be well cared for. 
For those who can be cured there should be 
a maximum of fresh air and sunshine and 
an imelligent medical attention and care. 
The institution at Saranac Lake, N. T., has 
arranged a number of five room cottages, 
Four patients are allotted to each cottage. 
The four bedrooms open into a common sit- 
ting room. Many Hve in tents until the 
firet snow comes. Such a plan, of course, is 
hardly feasible in a charitable institution,

‘WEWBERRY RULE AROUSES THE 
OPPOSITION or PARENTS. 


Children Under Twelve Years 014 Not 
Admitted and Certain North Side 
Residents Are Inclined to Resent 
‘the Discrimination, but John Vance 
Cheney Declares That It Is Based on 
Good Reasons—Similar Institution 
Have No Sach Restrictions. 


Some residents of the north side haye 
learned with surprise that their children will 
not be admitted to the Newherry library un- 
less they are 12 years of age. Those under 
that limit are not wanted, and Librarian 
John Vance Cheney says he does not believe 
they could receive any benefit from the use 
of the library. . 

“When I first came here,“ he said yes- 
terday, the limit was at 14 years, but we 
have put it at 12 to give the institution the 
utmost chance of reaching all who are old 
enough to profit by it: Children under 12 
years of age can profit little here. We have 
no circulating department and the reference 
works on our shelves are not of the sort to 
be comprehended by children. 

„A they cannot read here, it would be 
folly to admit them where they could only 
annoy those who have come to study.” 


Says Rule Is Unjust. 


The discussion was brought out in a com- 


plaint by J. F. Hardy of 50 Walton place. 
After telling that hie wife had taken their 
two boys, one 10 and the other 12 years old.

Conditions in Other Libraries. 

Inquiry at the John Crerar library elicited 
the information that the institution had no 
age limit. 

„Our rules say the library is open to read- 
ers,” Librarian C. W. Andrews said. “ Of 
course, we reserve the right to exclude any- 
body who is not here to read or who is at all 
disorderly or who annoys the other students. 
We have no books of interest to children, so 
there are no children here to be interested.” 

One of Mr. Andrews assistants said that 
mothers sometimes brought infants in arms 
to the library and had not been excluded, 
although they were apt to be unwelcome. 

There is no restraint at the central build- 
ing of the public library or at any of the sub- 
stations. In the main library it is not unusu- 
al to see a father, mother, and half a dozen 
children trailing through all the rooms, even 
to Librarian Hild’s private office. In the 
reference rooms, however, few children come 
for books or magazines. 4
